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WEATHER BUREAU'S 30-DAY OUTLOOK 
*Mid-September to Mid-October 1954 


The Weather Bureau's 30-day outlook for the period from mid- 
September to mid-October calls for temperatures to average below 
seasonal normals in the Great Lakes region, Ohio Valley, and Northern 
Plains. Above normal temperatures are indicated over the south- 
western quarter of the nation. In other areas departures from seasonal 
normals are expected to be small. Precipitation is anticipated to equal 
or exceed normal over most areas of the country except for subnormal 
amounts over the Southwest,

WEATHER FOR THE WEEK ENDING SEPTEMBER 20, 1954 


The weather regime for the past week, very similar to that which has 
prevailed most of the summer, was unseasonably hot a.:d dry in middle 
and southern areas east of the Rocky Mountains, abnormally cool and 
Showery in the Canadian Border region , and rather cool with virtually 
n0 rain in the southern half of the area west of the Continental Divide. 
Temperatures for the week averaged 9° or more above normal in an 
area extending from the Texas Panhandle northeastward through parts 
of Oklahoma, Kansas, and Missouri, and 6° or more in the Ohio Valley and 
Tennessee westward to the Rocky Mountains. On most days maximum 
temperatures in this latter area ranged in the 90's. In contrast weekly 
averages were 6° or more below normal in eastern New York, most of 
New England, Nevada, and eastern California, During the latter part of 
the period frost and free zing were rather general over northern Nevada 
and also occurred locally in eastern Oregon and the higher Valleys of 
Utah and Idaho, but no serious damage was reported. In Canadian Border 
regions frequent showers totaling one-half to over 2 inches maintained 
ample soil: moisture for fall seeding. Moderate to heavy showers early 
in the week and again about the middle along the Gulf Coast, in northern 
Florida, southern Georgia, and southern and central portions of South 
Carolina helped replenish the badly depleted soil moisture in those areas,

GRASSHOPPERS - UTAH - Numbers decreasing generally; however 
damaging numbers still in local areas. Large numbers of Melanoplus 
femur-rubrum in irrigated farm areas. (Knowlton). KANSAS - Melanoplus 
Spp. continue feeding on crops in most areas. From 10-25 per square 
yard in some fields in northern counties. General feediny has begun 

on fall-seeded crops. (Matthew). MISSOURI - Damage to grain sorghum 
heads, legumes and margins of small grain fields continues over State.

(Ralston, 
Warren, Barnes). SOUTH DAKOTA - Average of 75 percent of plants 
infested in northeast counties, .318 borers per 100 plants. Average 

of 5.5 percent first instar, 0.7 second, 37.2 third, 5. 5 fourth and 

48.9 fifth. €Halvorson), 


CORN EARWORM (Heliothis armigera) - CALIFORNIA - From 50-90 
percent of corn ears infested in Kern County during August. Medium 
damage in Orange and Santa Barbara Counties. (Calif. Coop. Ins. Rept. ). 
UTAH - Continued to increase in.corn in many areas. Up to 80-90 
percent infested in some southern areas although many infestations only 
tip injury. (Knowlton), KANSAS - Continues injury to sorghum and milo 
heads in many fields in northern area. with 40-30 percent of heads infested 
with 1-8 larvae. Larvae from second to fifth instars and moths still 
laying eggs. Rather heavy moth flight in Cloud, Republic, Clay and 
Dickinson Counties. Some fields of late-planted milo will require in- 
secticidal control to prevent further loss. (Matthew). MISSOURI - 
Damage to heads of grain sorghums remains severe in central area 

of State with many fields averaging 2-4 larvae per head. Population 
decreasing slightly, mainly from maturing larvae. (Kyd, Thomas). 
INDIANA - Abundant. (Gould). FLORIDA - Average of 2 larvae per 

plant on 20-acre peanut field at Trenton. (Van Pelt), NORTH CAROLINA - 
Damaging up to 25 percent of pods in some soybean fields in Hertford, 
Halifax, Bertie and Northampton Counties. (Jones). VIRGINIA - Heliothis 
Spp. attacking soybeans, milo, grain sorghum, peanuts and late corn 
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over most of eastern area. Destroying up to 50 percent of beans in 
pods in King William County, and King and Queen County along 
Pamunkey and Mattaponi Rivers. (Matheny, Kelley). Five to 15 larvae 
per head on sorghum and two-thirds of grain destroyed in Sussex 
County. (Parsons), Damage very heavy to milo and soybeans in South- 
ampton County, minimum of 3 larvae per head. (Morris). Some late 
field corn severely infested in Norfolk and Princess Anne Counties. 
(Hofmaster). (Above Virginia reports for Sept.10). Heavy damage to 
soybeans continues in several eastern counties September 17. About 
2,000 acres treated. Problem can be expected in Northern Neck also. 
(Matheny, Morris). 


FALL ARMYWORM (Laphygma frugiperda) - ARIZONA - Damaging 
sorghum and sweet corn throughout Salt River Valley. (Ariz. Coop. 

Rept. ). TEXAS - Light local infestation on grasses in Polk County. 
(O'Brien). KANSAS - Infestations continue in many cornfields; however, 
feeding less noticeable. Four to 8 percent of ears on ground in some 
fields resulted from fall armyworm infestation.( Matthew). ARK..- Infesta- 
tions in all fields of green corn. Up to 90 percent of stalks attacked. 
(Barnes, Warren). VIRGINIA - Severe damage to late corn in Fairfax 
County. (Blair). GEORGIA - Heavy infestations destroying lawn and 
other grasses south and west of Macon. (Senn). 


SOUTHWESTERN CORN BORER (Diatraea grandiosella) - ARKANSAS - 
Known range extended to Boone, Searcy, Van Buren, Faulkner and 
Garland Counties. (Ralston, Warren, Barnes). ARIZONA - Damaging 
sweet corn near Phoenix. (Ariz. Coop. Rept. ). 


SEED-CORN MAGGOT (Hylemya cilicrura) - ARIZONA - Considerable 
damage to sweet corn planted on Yuma Mesa. (Ariz. Coop. Rept.). 


A LEAF ROLLER (Platynota sp.) - ARIZONA - Abundant on sorghum ~ 
heads at Phoenix. (Ariz. Coop. Rept. ). 


CORN LEAF APHIDS<KANSAS - Continue to be found in heads of sorghum 
in many fields throughout State. Many fields have 25-60 percent infesta- 
tion. (Matthew).

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ARMYWORMS - KANSAS = Third generation Pseudaletia unipuncta 
larvae continue to destroy volunteer barley and oats being used for 
pasture in some eastern and northern areas. From 5-30 per square 
foot in some fields. Extensive damage to brome pastures of Republic 
County. Similar Gamage to brome in eastern counties. (Matthew). 
ARKANSAS - Additional P. unipuncta infestations in Bermuda grass 
Sod and green corn fields, A field of corn in Searcy County averaged 
1 to 2 larvae per stalk. (Barnes, Warren). MISSOURI - P, unipuncta 
damage to volunteer small grains and pasture grasses continues over 
northern half of State, Larvae largely full grown and 65-95 percent 
parasitized by flies. (Kyd, Thomas). FLORIDA - Averaging 5-8 larvae 
per square foot of Bahia and Coastal Bermuda grasses at Macclenny.

FALSE WIREWORMS - UTAH - Adults extremely numerous on margins 
of some dryland wheat fields in Garfield-Magna-Copperton area. 
(Knowlton), 


WHITE GRUBS - WYOMING - Phyllophaga rugosa injuring lawns in 
Goshen County. (Cavin). TEXAS - P. lanceolata medium local 
infestation attacking wheat-in Deaf Smith County. (Daniels). KANSAS - 
Reported in some fields to be planted to wheat in Mitchell County. 


(Matthew). 


BROWN WHEAT MITE (Petrobia latens) - UTAH - Appearing in some 
fall wheat fields in Salt Lake County. (Knowlton). 


CLOVER APHID (Anuraphis bakeri) - IDAHO - Populations in small clover 
seed areas in central Idaho have been low throughout season; however, 
increases noted September 8. Since that time some fields have developed 
rather high populations and some have received treatment; however, 
controls will probably be of little value as harvest is underway. Un- 
doubtedly, build-up due to lack of predators, particularly lady beetles 
which have migrated to hibernation areas. (Manis, Sept. 11). MISSOURI - 
Several fields of red clover along Missouri River bottoms heavily 

infested, 3-4 percent of stands killed. Parasites low but lady beetles 
building up slowly in most fields. (Kyd, Thomas). 


ALFALFA WEBWORM (Loxostege commixtalis) - CALIFORNIA - 
Infestations in Los Angeles County heavier than last year, large acreages 
treated. (Calif. Coop. Ins. Rept. Aug. ). 
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ALFALFA CATERPILLAR (Colias philodice eurytheme) - CALIFORNIA - 
Some heavy infestations during August in Imperial, Los Angeles, and 
Riverside Counties. (Calif. Coop, Ins. Rept.). ARIZONA - General 
throughout Yuma Valley and Yuma Mesa, 50-100 per 100 sweeps. 

Some fields treated. (Ariz. Coop. Rept. ). 


YELLOW -STRIPED ARMYWORM (Prodenia ornithogalli) - KANSAS - 
Infestations on seedling alfalfa in some fields in Johnson County. (Hall). 


LEAFEOPPERS - SOUTH DAKOTA - Average 2.5 per sweep in alfalia - 
in northeast counties, (Halvorson). VIRGINIA - Population of 130 
Stictocephala festinus per 100 sweeps of 12-inch net in a clover field 
and 90 Aceratagallia sanguinolenta per 100 sweeps in an alfalfa field 

in Bedford County. (Morris). 


GARDEN WEBWORM (Loxostege similalis) - KENTUCKY - Serious on 
alfalfa in Mason County. (Price). ARIZONA - Numerous on Amaranthus 
in Buckeye area. (Ariz. Coop. Rept. ). 


LYGUS BUGS - ARIZONA - Lygus hesperus still abundant on untreated 
alfalfa at Yuma, 30-200 per 100 sweeps. (Ariz. Coop. Rept. ). 


CLOVER MITE (Bryobia praetiosa) - IDAHO - High populations building 
up in lawns, clovers and other plants around homes in Moscow vicinity. 
(Manis, Sept. 11). 


BEAN LEAF BEETLE (Cerotome trifurcata) - INDIANA - Considerable 
injury to soybean foliage in Jackson County. (Gould). 


LESSER CORNSTALK BORER (Elasmopalpus lignosellus) - NORTH 
CAROLINA - Damase to cowpeas in Robeson County. (Owens, Dogger). 
About 5 percent of pods and pegs of peanuts damaged in Bertie County. 
(Dogger). VIRGINIA -- Light damage to peanuts in Sussex County. 
(Parson). 


POTATO LEAFHOPPER (Empoasca fabae) - NORTH CAROLINA - 
Serious injury to peanuts in Bertie, Hertford and Chowan Counties. 
(Jones), VIRGINIA - Heavy on alfalfa in Pittsylvania County, 400 per 100 
sweeps in one field, (Blair, Morris, Sept. 10). 
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SPIDER MITES - NORTH CAROLINA - Infesting some fields of peanuts 
in Nash County. (Woodard). -Tetranychus atlanticus ooserved on 
peanuts in Bertie County, very.heavy on some plants. (Jones). 
FLORIDA - Paratetranychus pratensis determined by E. W. Baker 
from St. Augustine grass from Miami and Ojus and from a reed grass 
(Calamagrostis sp.)from Miami. (Link, July 30). CALIFORNIA - 
Alfalfa seed crops heavily infested by Tetranychus spp. in parts of 
Kern County during August. (Calif. Coop. Ins. Rept. ). 


PEPPERGRASS BEETLE - WYOMING - Injury to lupine in Big Horn 
National Forest, (Cavin). 


A GRASSWORM (Mocis sp.) - FLORIDA - Very heavy but spotted 
infestations on pastures and cover crops at Quincy. (May). 

A BILLBUG (Calendra parvula) - VIRGINIA - Heavy infestation on 
orchard grass at Leesburg. (Turner). 


COWPEA CURCULIO (Chalcodermus aeneus) - ARKANSAS - Locally 
heavy in cowpeas this year but infestations decreasing. (Warren, Barnes). 


A CUTWORM ON CORN -IDA., - Found in almost every field observed in 
south central area. More numerous than corn earworm this season. 
(Douglass, September 4).

PLUM CURCULIO (Conotrachelus nenuphar) - MICHIGAN - Some late 
feeding apparent in Traverse City area. (Hutson). 


CODLING MOTH (Carpocapsa pomonella) - WASHINGTON - Second 

brood not evident until first week of September in Yakima Valley, too 

late to cause much damage. (Newcomer). WYOMING - Heavy injury to 
apple orchards throughout State because of lack of control programs. 
(Poyner). UTAH - Infestations above normal in many apple and pear 
orchards. (Knowlton). MICHIGAN - Hot weather earlier in month resulted 
in new entrances at Coloma, Watervliet, St. Joseph, Middleville and 
Sodus. (Hutson).

ORIENTAL FRUIT MOTH (Grapholitha molesta) - 


(Mex. Fruit Fly Cont. Proj. ). 


The oriental fruit moth was first found in California in 1942. Persistent 
infestations have prevailed only in limited areas of southern California 
up to this time. Since early in August, a number o: infestations have 
been reported from Fresno, Kings.and Tulare Counties. Of particular 
interest is the very intense outbreak that has developed in the Kingsburg 
area of Fresno County. Earlier damage was confined to twig terminals 
of peach trees, while subsequent generations have attacked the fruit. 
The heaviest infestation seems to center at a point common to the 

three counties, the Ernest Peterson ranch in particular. The late cling 
peach crop (Gaumes) was almost, 
severe in old and young trees in the Kinysburg district, while a few plum 
twigs showed similar damage. No larvae are found in the twiys at present 
out fruit on the ground and that still on the trees found quite heavily in- 


tested. No adults were noticeaole at this time.

A quick survey of the area indicates that the infestation extends south 
and west from Kin ;sburg about two miles. Eastward to Dinuba, Tulare 
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County, twig damage gradually decreases. No such damage was noted 

in the Wm. Ruppman orchard at north Dinuba where there was an 
appreciable oriental fruit moth population in 1944, nor was twig damage 
0ted in the J. H. Bigger peach orchard in Parlier, Fresno County, 

the site of another 1944 infestation. There are rumors of even more 
widespread infestation as yet unverified. Fresno County personnel 

are operating a number of diamalt-terpenyl acetate bait traps but have 
reported no catches as yet. It is felt that if the current generation of 
larvae overwinter instead of producing a flight of moths this fall, a 
serious situation may develop again next year. (Harper). 


ORCHARD MITES - WASHINGTON - Little evidence of injury in Yakima 
Valley. (Newcomer). UTAH - Discoloration of foliage of apple, pear 
and peach in orchards scattered over State. (Knowlton). 


MITES ON NUTS - GEORGIA - Tetranychus hicoriae heavy on Stuart 
pecan trees in Mitchell County, September 9. (Osburn). CALIFORNIA - 
Metatetranychus ulmi medium to heavy in walnut orchards in Santa 
Barbara County during August. (Calif. Coop. Ins. Rept.). 


PEAR PSYLLA (PBsylla pyricola -WASHINGTON-Has caused no injury in 
Yakima Valley, infestations of any consequence apparently non-existence. 
(Newcomer). 


PEAR-SLUG (Caliroa cerasi) - WYOMING - Numerous to severe injury 
to cherry trees in Natrona and Sheridan Counties. (Poyner). 


ORANGE TORTRIX (Argyrotaenia citrana) - CALIFORNIA - Increasing 
in Sacramento pear orchards during August. (Calif. Coop. Ins. Rept.). 


A GRAPE LEAF SKELETONIZER (Harrisina metallica) - UTAH - Less 
numerous in St. George-Hurricane area than for several years. 
Scarcity apparently due to very heavy parasitism. (Smith, Knowlton). 


CITROPHILUS MEALYBUG (Pseudococcus gahani) - CALIFORNIA - Very 
localized outbreak on citrus in Butte County during August. Heaviest 
infested. trees had loss of 90-95 percent of fruit. (Calif. Coop. Ins. Rept. ). 


CITRICOLA SCALE (Coccus pseudomagnolarium) - CALIFORNIA - 
Some severe infestations in Tulare County citrus during August. (Calif. 


Coop. Ins. Rept. ).

CORN EARWORM (Heliothis armigera) - MISSOURI - Damaging tomatoes 
and green beans over much of State. (Kyd, Thomas). ARKANSAS - 
Infestations high in some fields of green beans in northwest area, 
average of about one larva per two feet of row. Moth flight very heavy, 
about 30-40 to 200 feet of row. (Warren, Barnes), TENNESSEE - 
Broccoli and turnip greens lightly infested in eastern area. (Mullett). 
MISSISSIPPI - Injury to pods of beans widespread in Crystal Springs 
area. (Bennett). VIRGINIA - Heliothis sp. together with other insects, 
heavily damaging peppers, tomatoes,-and late sweet corn in eastern 
area, (Hofmaster, Sept. 10).

Attaking pinto beans in Cochise County. (Ariz. Coop. Rept.). VIRGINIA - 
Damaging cole crops and beans in Norfolk and Eastern Shore areas. 
(Hofmaster, Sept. 10), _ 


HORNWORMS (Protoparce spp.) - INDIANA - Abundant (Gould). 
TENNESSEE - Fairly heavy infestations on late tobacco in eastern area. 
Heavy parasitism. (Mullett), ARKANSAS - Damaging tomatoes in 
northwest area. Moth flight heavy at lights over area. (Barnes, Warren). 


TOMATO PINWORM (Keiferia lycopersicella) - CALIFORNIA - 
Increased populations in San Diego County. As high as 10 percent damage 
may occur. (Calif. Coop, Ins. Rept., Aug. ). 


TOMATO RUSSET MITE (Vasates lycopersici) - INDIANA - General 
over tomato-producing area, serious in a few fields. (Gould). NORTH 
CAROLINA - Observed at Raleigh on tomatoes in mixture with two- 
spotted spider mite, and in sufficient numbers to cause some damage. 
(Person, Smith). CALIFORNIA - Infestation in Santa Barbara, 
Sacramento and Santa Cruz Counties. (Calif. Coop. Ins. Rept.,iAug. ). 
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SPIDER MITES ¢ CALIFORNIA - Heavy infestations of Tetranychus spp. 
on cucumbers and watermelons in Colusa County. Control used. Light 

to heavy damage to beans in Santa Cruz County. (Calif. Coop. Ins. Rept., 
_ Aug.). VIRGINIA - Heavy on fall bean crops and tomatoes in some 
eastern counties. (Hofmaster, Sept. 10). 


TWO-SPOTTED SPIDER MITE (Tetranychus bimaculatus) - NORTH 
CAROLINA - Severe infestation on tomato in Burke County. (Scott, 
Farrier). Also found at Raleigh on tomato in mixture with tomato 
russet mite. (Person, Smith); CALIFORNIA - Medium damage to 
beans in Orange and Santa Barbara Counties. (Calif. Coop. Ins. Rept., 
Aug. ). 


CYCLAMEN MITE (Tarsonemus pallidus) - CALIFORNIA - Light to 
medium in strawberry fields in Santa Barbara County during August. 
Light to heavy in Santa Cruz County. (Calif. Coop. Ins. Rept. ). 


WESTERN YELLOW-STRIPED ARMYWORM (Prodenia praefica) - 
CALIFORNIA - Heavy infestations in tomato fields in Yolo County. 
. (Calif. Coop. Ins. Rept., Aug.). 


APHIDS - MAINE - Aphid populations on untreated potatoes at Presque 
Isle continued to decrease, Fall migration of green peach aphid began 
about September 9 in southern Aroostook County. (Shands). UTAH - 
Moderately numerous on potatoes, sugar beets, and beans in a few 
areas. (Knowlton). CALIFORNIA - Heavy damage to cole crops by 
cabbage aphid (Brevicoryne brassicae) in Orange County. (Calif. Coop. 
Ins. Rept. , Aug. ). 


SQUASH BUG (Anasa tristis) - INDIANA - Twenty percent of commercial 
pumpkin acreage disked up in Jackson County. Another 20 percerk will 
also be total loss, (Gould). 


SPOTTED CUCUMBER BEETLE (Diabrotica undecimpunctata howardi) - 
INDIANA - Adults abundant and injuring pods of green beans. and rind of 
squash in Marion County. Some harvesting of commercial Hubbard 
squash because of feeding. (Gould). ARKANSAS - Pods of cowpeas being 
damaged by beetles. In many instances eating through pod into pea, 

_ as high as 50 percent damage in one field in Grant County. (Warren, 
Barnes), 
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CUCUMBER BEETLES -- VIRGINIA - Diabrotica undecimpunctata 
howardi and Acalymma vittata unusually numerous on cucurbits in 
eastern area. (Hofmaster, Sept. 10). 


SWEETPOTATO WEEVIL (Cylas formicarius elegantulus) - TEXAS - 
A survey of 44 southwest counties was made August 16-25 in order to 
obtain a clear picture of the sweetpotato weevil situation in view of 
proposed changes in Doundaries of the' Weevil Free  Ared'of Texas. 
Thirty-five of these counties were found to be weevil free, but weevils 
were found in nine counties: Bexar, Blanco, Comal, Kerr, Kendall, 
Maverick, Real, Val Verde, and Wilson. (Gaines). 


CABBAGE LOOPER (Trichoplusia ni) - ARIZONA - This insect together 
with Prodenia sp., oeet armyworm, and a leaf miner (Liriomyza sp.)

CABBAGE CATERPILLARS - INDIANA - Cabbageworms and loopers 
serious. (Gould). MISSOURI - Trichoplusia ni causing heavy injury 

to turnips, broccoli, cabbage and several other garden crops in 
central area. (Kyd, Thomas). TENNESSEE - Broccoli and turnip green 
crops lightly infested with cabbage looper in eastern area. (Mullett). 
CALIFORNIA - Heavy damage to some late cabbage fields in Orange 
County by Trichoplusia ni and Pieris rapae. (Calif. Coop. Ins. Rept., : 
Aug. ). 


SPOTTED ASPARAGUS BEETLE (Crioceris duodecimpunctata) - 
UTAH - Infestation has now reached as far south as Draper. This 
species has only been a pest in Utah during recent years. (Knowlton). 


ASPARAGUS BEETLE (Crioceris asparagi) - CALIFORNIA - Medium 
infestations in asparagus fields in Orange County. (Calif. Coop. Ins. 
Rept. , Aug. ). 


SALT-MARSH CATERPILLAR (Estigmene acrea) - CALIFORNIA - 
Light to heavy infestations in bean fields and strawberries in Santa Cruz 
County. (Calif. Coop. Ins. Rept. , Aug.). 


A LEAF MINER (Liriomyza sp.) - FLORIDA - One adult per 10 linear foot 
of row on young pole beans in Dade County. This is a forerunner of 
infestations on beans, tomatoes and potatoes to be planted. (Wolfenbarger).

BEAN LEAF BEETLE (Cerotoma trifurcata) - INDIANA - Serious 
damage to pods and foliage of commercial green beans in Marion 
County. (Gould). VIRGINIA - Infestations heavy on fall beans in areas 
of several eastern counties. (Hofmaster, Sept. 10. 


ARTICHOKE PLUME MOTH (Platyptilia carduidactyla) - CALIFORNIA - 
Heavy infestations in artichokes in Santa Barbara County. Oviposition 
started August 10 in Monterey County. (Calif. Coop. Ins. Rept. , Aug. ). 


COTTON INSECTS 


BOLL WEEVIL (Anthonomus grandis) - TEXAS - Infestations heavy in 
late-fruiting fields in southern Freestone County, September 10. Con- 
ditions unfavorable for build-up of large late-season populations. 
(Parencia), VIRGINIA - Light, medium and heavy in 3 Mecklenburg 
fields. Heavy damage in one Greenville County field. (Morris, Sept. 10). 


BOLLWORMS - TEXAS - Control measures in some fields in Lubbock 
area and in Lynn County, September 10. (Robertson, Griffin). Light 
infestation in a few fields in Motley County. (Pallmeyer). CALIFORNIA - 
Great increase in damage latter part of July and August in upper 

San Joaquin Valley, up to 10 larvae per 100 plants in some fields. Most 
important cotton pest in that area in August. Some fields in Kern 

County treated four times. Infestations in Fresno County lighter but 
increases reported latter part of August. Infestations in Kings County 
also lighter but abundance of eggs reported in Tulare County. Medium 
infestations in Riverside County. (Calif. Coop. Ins. Rept.), 


COTTON LEAFWORM (Alabama argillacea) - TEXAS - Controls in some 
fields in Lubbock area, increasing in most succulent fields in Lynn 
County, and some of more succulent fields in southern Freestone County 
stripped. (Robertson, Griffin, Parencia, Sept. 10). Z 


SALT-MARSH CATERPILLAR (Estigmene acrea) - ARIZONA - Becoming 
more noticeable in several cotton fields in Yuma Valley. Eggs, young 
larvae and adults numerous in cotton in Buckeye area. (Ariz. Coop. Rept. ). 


COTTON LEAF PERFORATOR (Bucculatrix thurberiella) - CALIFORNIA - 
Medium to heavy infestations in some cotton fields in Imperial and 
Riverside Counties during August. (Calif. Coop. Ins. Rept.). ARIZONA + 
Abundant in two additional cotton fields on Yuma Mesa, 150-200 larvae 

per 100 sweeps; damage severe, affecting top crop. Population light at 
Mesa,3-1/2 per 100 sweeps. (Ariz. Coop. Rept. ). 
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CELERY LEAF TIER Udea rubigalis)* - CALIFORNIA - Considerably 
more than usual concern to cotton growers in Kern County during 
August. Many larvae found in foliage on lower parts of plants. (Calif. 
Coop. Ins. Rept. ). 


A LEAF ROLLER (Platynota stultana) - CALIFORNIA - Much of the 
37,000 acres of cotton in Imperial County found infested in August, 
Infestations over much of the area of small financial consequence, 
though considerable damage in some fields. Infestations declining by 
end of month. Medium infestations in Riverside County. (Calif. Coop. 
Ins. Rept.). ARIZONA - Damage to cotton in Buckeye area increasing, 
3-1/2 per 100 sweeps. (Ariz. Coop. Rept.). 


CABBAGE LOOPER (Trichoplusia ni) - ARIZONA - Light population on 
cotton near Mesa, 3-1/2 per 100 sweeps. (Ariz Coop. Rept. ). 


FOREST, ORNAMENTAL AND SHADE TREE INSECTS 


BARK BEETLES - ARKANSAS - Ips sp. activity generally decreased 
during August, most Significant build-up appears to be in Yell and 
Perry Counties. Increased activity also in Sevier, Little River, Grant 
and Ashley Counties. (Warren, Barnes). TEXAS - Ips spp. continued to 
cause mortality of pines on areas burned by wildfire. One area in 
Newton County has 100,000 board feet of Ips killed pine following a

Infestations noted on jack pine near Gaylord and between Seney and 
Shingleton.

 .CARPENTERWORM (Prionoxystus robiniae) - MISSISSIPPI - Damage 
to oak trees reported from Attala and Tate Counties. (Bennett, Hutchins). 
_ VIRGINIA - Specimens damaging oaks at Hampton and Lynchburg (early 
August) identified as this species by H. W. Capos. (Rowell). 


COTTONY MAPLE SCALE (Pulvinaria innumerabilis (Rathvon). * 
WISCONSIN - Abundant in areas not heretofore reported infested in 
northern part of State. (Chambers, Sept. 3). 


BIRCH LEAF MINER (Fenusa pusilla) - MICHIGAN - About three 
square miles of white birch near Newberry heavily infested. (Hutson). 


BRONZE BIRCH BORER (Agrilus anxius) - MICHIGAN - Beginning to 
appear on white birch near Newberry. (Hutson). 


FALL WEBWORM (Hyphantria cunea,)-MISSISSIPPI - The expected new 
generation failed to develop in the northeastern area, Possibly due to 
parasites and predators. (Hutchins). 


_ A SCALE (Aspidiotus taxodii) - FLORIDA - Nymphs and adults on 
bald cypress at Palmdale. This is a new record for Florida. (Van Pelt). 


A WILLOW APHID (Lachnus sp.) - MICHIGAN - Many reports of 
infestations from several areas. (Hutson). 


A BLISTER BEETLE (Epicauta sp.) - GEORGIA - Heavy infestations on 
flowers and shrubs in Fitzgerald, Sept. 10. (Geiger). 


EUROPEAN EARWIG (Forficula auricularia) - CALIFORNIA - Heavy 
populations in yards and gardens in Sacramento County during August. 
(eatife Coop. Ins. Rept.). 


A LOOPER (Semiothisa ocellinata) - WISCONSIN - Severe defoliation in 
Marquette and Waushara Counties. The principal host was black locust 
although the pest also was found on honey locust.(Chambers, Aug. 17).

LESSER GRAIN BORER (Rhyzopertha dominica) - IDAHO - Collected 
for first timein Idaho. Heavy population found in feed mill at New 
Plymouth, (Portman, Sept. HW). TEXAS - Light to medium locally in 
stored oats in Rockwall County. Average of 5 adults per pint of grain 
in one bin. (Garner). 


INDIAN-MEAL MOTH (Plodia interpunctella) - CALIFORNIA - Light to’ 
medium infestations in stored dates treated during August. (Calif. Coop. 
Ins. Rept. ). 


SAW-TOOTHED GRAIN BEETLE (Oryzaephilus surinamensis) - TEXAS - 
Medium to heavy widespread in Rockwall Co, on stored year old oats and 
barley. (Garner). MARYLAND ~- Infesting corn, wheat and barley in 
storage in Baltimore County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept. ). 


CONFUSED FLOUR BEETLE (Tribolium confusum) - TEXAS - Medium 
to heavy widespread infestation on one year old stored oats and barley 
in Rockwall County. Six bins inspected, 4 infested, average 6-10 beetles 
to each pint of xrain. (Garner). 


OTHER STORED-GRAIN PESTS - ARKANSAS - SAW-TOOTHED GRAIN

HOUSE FLIES - OKLAHOMA - Increasing rapidly from a very low ebb. 
(Howell). 


GULF COAST TICK (Amblyomma maculatum}) - FLORIDA - Averaging 
14 adults per animal on cattle in Glades County. Forty-four percent 
of 277 animals from one pasture infested in one or both ears. (Paulson). 


EAR TICK (Qtobius megnini) - UTAH - Some injury in herds in several 
courities this season. (Knowlton). 


SCREW-WORM (Callitroga hominivorax) - ARIZONA - Moderately 
heavy near Yarnell at about 4, 500 feet since mid-June; no infestation 
at 3,000 feet until September 1. (Ariz. Coop. Rept. ). 


BLACK WIDOW SPIDER (Latrodectus mactans) - CALIFORNIA - 
Infestations around homes in many parts of central California valley 
during August. (Calif. Coop. Ins. Rept. ).

in San Saba County. (Ford).

BLACK-MA RGINED APHID (Monellia costalis) - ARIZONA - Considerable 
annoyance by honeydew on pecan trees in parts of Yuma. (Ariz. Coop.

FIELD CRICKET (Acheta assimilis) - ARIZONA - Causing annoyance at 
Yuma, large numbers at lights. (Ariz. Coop. Rept. ). 
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BOXELDER BUG (Leptocoris trivitatus) - KENTUCKY - Very numerous 
in central area. (Price). ILLINOIS - Extremely abundant in southern 
one-half to two-thirds of State, bunching on tree trunks and sides of 
houses. (Petty). 


ELM LEAF BEETLE (Galerucella xanthomelaena) - TENNESSEE - 
Becoming nuisance around homes across State. (Mullett). 


A CATERPILLAR (Selenis monotropa) - FLORIDA - Serious de- 
foliation senna plants at Leesburg, 75 larvae per plant. (Weems). 
Infesting sesbania at Arcadia, Chinese tallow tree at Miami, coffee 
weed at De Leon Springs, Para grass at Homestead, poinciana at 

Mt. Dora, wild locust at Jacksonville and Cassia sp. at Coral Gables. 
(Sealey). 


ADDITIONAL NOTES 


MARYLAND - GREEN CLOVERWORM doing heavy foliage damage to 
soybeans, Wicomico County. CORN EARWORM attacking soybean pods 
in 3 Eastern Shore counties. Damage quite severe to young tender plants. 
Heavy populations CORN LEAF APHID noted on field corn in Baltimore 
and Carroll Counties. FALL ARMYWORM causing heavy damage to 12 
acres of late corn in Montgomery County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept. ). 


ILLINOIS - CORN EARWORM severe in tomato fruits where control 

has been omitted. Extremely abundant in field corn, with almost 

every ear infested in some fields in the southern one-half of State. 
FALL ARMYWORM is also abundant in many cornfields. The true 
ARMYWORM is also abundant in many grassy areas and two migrations 
have been reported in eastcentral Illinois. GARDEN WEBWORM is 
stripping new seedings of alfalfa in some areas, WOLLY BEAR CATER- 
PILLARS are exceptionally abundant this fall. (Petty). 


LOUISIANA - FOWL TICK - Heavy infestation of poultry house in 
Acadia Parish. (Helm, Burns). BROWN COTTON LEAFWORM (Acontia 
dacia) - Specimens reported from Natchitoches Parish August 20 and 
August 28 and tentatively identified as Acontia dacia have been 
verified by E. W. Todd. Occasional moths taken from the same 
locality since the original report. (Newsom, Burns). 
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RECENT IMPORTANT INTERCEPTIONS AT PORTS OF ENTRY 


Tiree specimens of the giant African snail, Achatina fulica Fer. , 
were intercepted in cargo by Plant Quarantine Inspectors at Baltimore, 
Maryland recently. The Mbllusca, all dead, were found on scrap 
anchor chains from Guam. The species is not known to be established 
in the United States. This is the third interception of this pest at 
Atlantic Coast ports, It has been intercepted more than 60 times Since 
1948, principally in cargoes arriving at California ports but also in 
Louisiana, Oregon and Texas. Infested materials have been subjected 
to fumigation, steam sterilization or other treatment. Immature speci- 
mens of Achatina fulica are said to be ravenous feeders on many kinds 
of succulent vegetables and young shoots of plants. The species has 
spread eastward from Madagascar through India, Ceylon, Malaya, 
Thailand, China, Formosa, the East Indies, the Phillipines, the 
Marianas, and the Palau Islands. (Ramsay). 


Weather continued: 


Heavy rains in the Ohio Valley near the end of the period also improved 
moisture conditions there, Virtually no rain fell in Missouri and from 
the lower Great Plains westward, and from Arkansas eastward. In much 
of this area soil preparation and fall seeding have been greatly hampered 
by dry soil, and in many sections water supplies are becoming critically 
low. In parts of the South precipitation has been velow normal every month 
this year. At Meridian, Miss., for example, total precipitation is 0. 34 
inch below normal for the first 19 days of September and 15, 39 inches for 
the period January 1 to September 19. Deficiencies for the year through 
September 19 at some other stations were: 20. 84 inches at Mobile, Ala., 
22. 26 at Montgomery, Ala., 13.10 at Atlanta, Ga., 15.80 at Macon, Ga., 
i2seree Columbia, S. C. , 25.49 at Pensacola, Fla., and 14. ‘77 inches 
at Waco, Tex. (Summary Supplied by U. S. Weather Bureau). 
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
